FRANCE REPORTED 


10 HOLD LOYAL 
RULE NONEXISTENT 


View Said to Be Based on 
Spanish Premier’s Mov- 
ing Completely Out of 
His Own Country. 


By the Associated Press, 

PARIS, Feb. 9.—An informant 
close to the Foreign Office said 
today that the French Government 
considered that the republican 
Government of Spain is “no longer 
in existence,” since Government 
Premier Juan Negrin entered 
France yesterday. 

In Foreign Office circles it was 
said the reason for the Govern- 
ment’s new attitude toward the 
Spanish Government was Negrin’s 
“flight” across the border at Le 
Perthus. 

French officials hold that. the 
Negrin regime has left its own 
country. Today it moved further 
north into France as insurgent 
troops occupied the Spanish part of 
Le Perthus, which straddles the 
French-Spanish boundary.

Further examination of the Jef- 
ferson City record disclosed that 
the insurance company’s premiums 
on automobile liability and prop- 
erty damage insurance in Missouri 
totaled $91,482 in 1935. The fol- 
lowing year the company’s total 
premium business in the State 
dropped to $52,736, of which $33,039 
represented automobile liability 
and property damage insurance. 
As was told previously in the 
Post-Dispatch, the company re- 
ceived $64,000 in premiums on auto- 
mobile liability and property dam- 
age coverage in Missouri in 1937. 
Difficulties Over License. 
The Travelers’ Mutual Casualty 
Co., was licensed in Missouri Jan. 
9, 1934. Licenses run from March 1 
and on that date in 1934 the insur- 
ance company was refused a li- 
cense by the late George A. S. Rob- 
ertson, deputy insurance superin- 
tendent, records show. 
A license was issued to the com- 
pany June 20, 1934, by R. Emmet 
O’Malley, Insurance Superintendent, 
but the company was not granted 
renewal the following March. 
The question of its 1935 license 
was held up ‘until Jan. 14, 1936, 
when O'Malley refused the com- 
pany a license. O’Malley is no long- 
er Insurance Superintendent, and 
there are no records of the reason 
for the refusal at that late date. 
Olmsted told the Post-Dispatch his 
company was permitted to write in- 
surance in Missouri during that 
time, A new license was issued in 
1936, and has been renewed annu- 
ally. 

Liability Insurance Required. 
Service cars are required by city 
ordinance to carry liability insur- 
ance of $2500 for the injury or 
death of one person, $5000 for the 
injury or death of two or more.

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FROM SNOWSLIDE 
FATAL 10. THREE 


Youth, Wrapped in Bed- 
clothing, Survives Night 
Buried in Avalanche That 
Hit Utah Canyon. 


By the Associated Press. 
BINGHAM, Utah, Feb. 9% — 


Rescuers digging into*the debris of 
@ snow avalanche today brought 
out a youth wrapped in his bed 
blankets and alive after being 
buried all night. 
The bodies of a girl and a man 
were found, making three known 


fatalities in the slide that roared 
down narrow Bingham Canyon last 
night, 
Physicians said the youth, Du- 
chin Tomas, 19 years old, might not 
live. The snow slide that carried 
away the top of his home and 
killed his mother and sister swept 
him along securely wrapped in his 
bedclothes. He was found at 9 a. 
m, today by copper miners who had 
dug all night. 

Two Bodies Found. 
The body of his mother, Mrs. 
Stana Tomas, 41, was found last 
night. His sister, Helen, 11, was 
found dead at the same time Du- 
chin was rescued. The other body 
found was that of Sam Narich, 42, 
a boarder in the Tomas home, 
Searching parties discovered the 
cabin of John Bizjack, 55, half a 
mile above the Tomas home, also 
was carried away in the slide. No 
trace of Bizjack was found and 
fears were felt that he, too, had 
been killed. 
Nineteen persons in all were 
caught in the mass of snow that 
hurtled down the canyon at High- 
land Boy, near the famous Bing- 
ham open cut copper mine. All 
but four either dug themselves 
out or were quickly rescued. Two 
of these are in a serious condition. 
The avalanche struck two two- 
story houses, cutting off their tops 
and throwing victims and wreck- 
age against the opposite stone wall 
of the steep. canyon that leads to 
the mine. 
A blizzard, blocking Utah’s main 
highways and delaying trains, had 
deposited an eight-inch blanket of 
soggy snow on the precipitous walls 
of Bingham Canyon—walls so sharp 
and close together that Bingham 
has but one thoroughfare, its two- 
mile-long “Main street.” It was this 
damp snowbank that gave way. 
Neighbors who heard the roaring 
slide hurried to the rescue. Some of 
the victims rescued last night were 
buried for more than an hour be- 
fore being found. 

Buried Half An Hour. 

One of the. injured, George 
Gerner, 52, was buried for half an 
hour. 
“I was walking up the road when 
all of a sudden there was a roar 
and snow was all over me,” he 
said. 
“Before it covered me*sI saw it 
rip through those two houses like 
a scythe. The slide hit me so hard 
it knocked out several teeth and 
gave me a big gash on the head, 
but otherwise I guess I’m all right.” 
Narich and the seven members 
of the Tomas household were in 
their second-floor apartment when 
the slide struck. Nick Tomas, 23, 
was the only one able to dig him- 
self out. 
“TIT was thrown about 75 feet 
and knocked out,” he said. “When 
I came to I was all covered with 
snow, lying on my back. 
“I began to dig—I don’t know 
why or how far I dug. But I 
finally got out of the snow.” 
Eli Tomas, 17, and Milka Tomas, 
13, were reported in serious condi- 
ion. 

Three men on the first floor of 
the Thomas residence, John Milo- 
vich, 20, Nick Brakus, 45, and Andy 
Savich, 35, escaped injury. Seven 
persons in the house adjoining the 
Thomas home were buried but ap- 
parently not injured.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 9.—The 
small loan bill, increasing the legal 
rate of interest on loans of less 
than $100 and designed to outlaw 
salary buyers, was perfected by the 
House yesterday after amendments 
to reduce the interest rate or retain 
the present rate were voted down. 

Consideration of the measure 
evoked a prolonged debate, with ob- 
jections being made only to the pro- 
vision which would permit licensed 
emall loan companies to increase 
the rate of interest on loans of less 
than $100 from 2% to 3 per cent 
a month. There was no opposition 
to the provision which would de- 
clare the purchase of wages to be 
a smal] loan, subject to the super- 
vision of the State Finance Com- 
missioner. 

Three amendments offered to re- 
duce the interest rate were defeat- 
ed by substantial majorities, aided 
by most of the 78 Representatives 
who have signed the bill and agreed 
to sponsor it. The bill undoubtedly 
will be passed by the House, prob- 
ably next week, and sent to the 
Senate. 

Speaker John G. Christy of Fes- 
tus, wAo called the bill up for per- 
fection, declared it was designed 
for the sole purpose of driving the 
“240 per cent salary buyers” out of 
the State. 

Cencession to Companies. 

He declared the increased inter- 
est rate was necessary so the 
licensed loan companies would be 
encouraged to make loans under 
$100 in competition with salary buy- 
ers. He said the small loan firms, 
which are now permitted to charge 
interest at the rate of 2% per cent 
@ month on loans of less than $300, 
could not profitably lend in amounts 
under $100 unless the rate was in- 
creased. 

Representative Maurice Schech- 
ter of St. Louis offered an amend- 
ment which would have reduced 
the legal rate of interest on all 
loans of less than $300 to 1% per 
cent a month. He said that all 
“loan sharks were not engaged in 
buying salaries,” and that the pres- 
ent rate of interest was too high. 

He was supported by numerous 
members of the House in the debate 
that followed. Representative Eu- 
gene W. Couey of Pettis County 
declared that if the amendment was 
adopted the bill would be: “taken to 
the showers,” as the primary pur- 
pose of the measure was to increase 
the legal rate of interest in the 
guise of driving salary buyers out 
of the State. 

Doubts Unions Support Bill. 

Couey disputed the statement of 
the supporters of the bill that it 
was backed by organized labor.

Defense testimony in the trial of 
James Kuhimeyer, charged with

Low bids received by the Build- 
ing Committee of the Board of Edu- 
cation yesterday for erection of a 
new Banneker School, for Negroes, 
at the Southeast corner of Ewing 
and Lucas avenues, aggregated 
$265,473.

This line of testimony was in- 
terrupted temporarily for argu- 
ments on a motion by Special Pros- 
ecutor Hugh M. Alcorn for admis- 
sion of Levy’s grand jury testimony 
to the trial records. Superior Court 
Judge Ernest A. Inglis denied the 
motion. 

Levy testified that Kelly had told 
him that Hayes would do “every- 
thing in his power to see no harm 
would come to me” on the income 
tax angle, even if it meant going 
to Washington “to interview the 
Senator,” or other officials. 


Questioned by Mayor’s Lawyer.

Dunn, former city purchasing agent, 
in connection with the conspiracy 
although he had an opportunity 
to make such a disclosure thrice 
before the grand jury and once 
during the actual trial during ex- 
amination by Special Prosecutor 
Alcorn. 
Levy, on the stand for his fifth 
day of cross-examination, retorted, 
“IT hadn’t been examined by Mr. 
Peck.” Josiah Peck, counsel for 
Leary, was examining Levy yester- 
day when the witness listed the five 
accused. 
Levy, who has pleaded guilty of 
conspiracy, told Peck that Hayes 
was one of the five defendants who 
“worked out” the plan he related 
to a grand jury in testimony which 
he later admitted was false. The 
testimony related to a city power 
rate survey which Levy conducted 
between 1930, when Hayes was first 
Mayor and when the State contends 
the alleged conspiracy began, and 
1937. 
Says He Corrected Testimony. 
“Didn't you say that an arrange- 
ment was made with somebody, by 
which you were to receive a salary 
of $37,500 a year plus a percentage 
of savings (to the city)?” Peck 
asked. 
“No,” Levy said. “That is the 
testimony I corrected before the 
grand jury when I appeared on 
‘March 29. That is the plan that 
Kelly, Leary, Hayes, Dunn and Ol- 
‘sen had worked out and which I 
‘testified to at my first appearance 
‘before the grand jury and which I 
subsequently corrected.” 
Previously Levy had testified that 
Kelly had given him “instructions” 
about the false story he told the 
grand jury, but his statement yes- 
terday was the first time he had 
connected Hayes, Leary and Carl 
D. Olsen, former banker, with it. 
The final story Levy told the 
grand jury—the version he insisted 
was true—was that he received 
more than $100,000 from the city, 
but “split” it with Kelly, keeping 
only about $22,000 for himself.

Got Advice of Older Agents. 

“There was only one ticket, They 
asked why they should vote for 
men about whom they knew noth- 
ing, and why there wasn’t an alter- 
native slate. I was discouraged, and 
sounded out the advice of some old- 
er agents. Some ducked the issue, 
but others laughed at me. They said 
the practice was for agents to sign 
the names of policyholders for oth- 
er agents. Most of them figured 
the slate would be elected anyhow, 
so there was no harm in putting 
down the names of policyholders. I 
found that at least 30 out of the 50 
agents at Paterson were doing this. 
It was done openly in the corridors 
and office, but sometimes in the 
washroom. 

“Why in the washroom?” asked 
Senator King (Dem.), Utah. 

“I guess some of the agents were 
a little squeamish.” 

“THey were rather ashamed of 
what they were doing?” 

“I think so.” 

Time Short, Lots of Work. 

“On about April 1 in every other 
year,” contineud the witness, “we 
would find in our mail boxes at the 
offices a stack of ballots, with an 
order from the manager to return 
them signed in a week or 10 days. 
The time was short, and there was 
lots of other work that had to be 
done. So one the day of the dead- 
line there would be lots of scurry- 
ing about, and often a majority of! 
the agents would gather in the! 
Same room and co-operate in sign- 
ing names of policyholders. This 
was under the noses of the assistant 
managers, Nobody took it seri- 
ously. It is my judgment that 25 
to 30 per cent of the names were 
forged.” 

Steel refused to swear positively 
that the assistant managers knew 
what was going on. 

“But they couldn’t help knowing,” 
he asserted. “All of them had been 
agents at one time, and had forged 
names to ballots themselves.”

New Measure Will Include 2 
Per Cent Levy on Purchases 
Outside State.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 9.—The 
House Ways and Means Committee 
agreed last night to rewrite and 
consolidate in one bill three pend- 
ing measures which would re-enact 
the State 2 per cen: sales tax with 
more stringent tax collection pro- 
ONS beeen make the sales tax perma- 
nent and create a new State use 
tax of 2 per cent on purchases by 
Missouri citizens outside the State. 

Chairman Morris Osburn of Shel- 
by County was authorized to ap- 
point a subcommittee to draft the 
committee substitute bill He said 
the committee hoped to report the 
substitute to the House next 
Wednesday night with a recom-! 
mendation for passage. 

Osburn said the committee sub- 
stitute would not make any radical 
changes in the provisions of the 
three bills. One of the proposed 
enforcement provisions of the sales 
tax bills would require merchants 
subject to the-tax to obtain a per- 
mit to do business from the State. 


1;|This permit would be subject to 


revocation for failure to collect the 
sales tax and turn it over to the 
State. 

One of the bills would eliminate 
the sales tax expiration date, now 
fixed as Dec. 31, 1939, and make 
the tax law permanent. When the 
sales tax was established, in Janu- 
ary, 1934, it was declared to be an 
emergency revenue measure, and 
the Legislature fixed an expiration 
date. This date has been extended 
twice, each time in connection with 
an increase in the’ sales tax rate. 

Chairman Osburn announced the 
committee would hold a hearing on 
bills proposing repeal of the Jones- 
Munger law, governing sales of 
property for failure to pay taxes, 
on Feb. 15. 

The House committee on consti- 
tutional amendments approved yes- 
terday an amendment, offered by 
Representative Lauf of Cole Coun- 
ty, authorizing the Legislature to 
pass an act establishing a sales tax 
of not less than 3 per cent nor 


'imore than 5 per cent, the proceeds

If the amendment is adopted, va- 
lidity of the present State sales tax 
probably would be in doubt unless 
the rate were increased to at least 
3 per cent.

VON GONTARDS WILL 
RETURN TO GERMANY 


Baroness’ Action in Reclaiming 
U. S. Citizenship Will Not 
Affect Visitors’ Plans. 


Plans of Baron and Baroness Paul 
yon Gontard to return to Berlin, 
Germany, next month, will not be 
affected by the Baroness’ action in 
obtaining restoration of her Ameri- 


lean citizenship, their son, Adalbert 


von Gontard, said toa Post-Dispatch 
reporter last evening. 

Baroness von Gontard, formerly 
Clara Hazel Busch, daughter of the 
late Adolphus Busch, went to East 
St. Louis City Court yesterday and 
applied for restoration of citizen- 
ship, which was granted promptly 
by Judge Ralph Cook. The pro- 
ceeding had been pre-arranged by 
telephone. 

Attorneys Charles Nagel and Dan- 
iel N. Kirby of St. Louis accom- 
panied Mrs. von Gontard and acted 
as character witnesses in support- 
ing her statements. She said she 


was born in St. Louis in 1876 and, 


was married to Paul von Gontard 
Dec. 16, 1896. Under the law then 
existing, she forfeited her American 
citizenship by her mariage. Later 
laws provide that a woman. marry- 
ing a foreigner retains American 
eitizenship unless she formally 
changes her allegiance, and that a 
wife who lost her citizenship under 
the earlier law may regain it by 
expressing the wish to do so. 

Time Factor in Action. 


Mrs. von Gontard’s younger sis- 
ter, Mrs. Wilhelmina Borchardt, 
wife of Dr. Karl Borchardt of Mu- 
nich, obtained restoration of her 
itizenship in Federal Judge Charles 
B. Davis’ court in 1934. Adalbert 
von Gontard, inquring in his 
raother’s behalf as to procedure in 
Judge Davis’ court, learned that the 
Judge would next hear such appli- 
cations March 3. On that day the 
Von Gontards plan to sail from 
New York on the Normandie. Also, 
a long docket is awaiting Judge Da- 
vis’ next hearing. On the advice 
of C. A. Ramsey, divisional direc- 
tor of naturalization and immigra- 
tion, the visit to East St. Louis was 
arranged. 

Adalbert von Gontard, speaking 
for his mother, said her inheritance 
from the Adolphus Busch estate 
was held in trust here, and that no 
plan for transfer of property either 


from Germany to the United States, 
or from this country to Germany, 
was indicated by the citizenship 
action. 

Other Sons Guests Here. 

Two other sons, Paul C. von Gon- 
tard of Albuquerque, N. M., and 
Gerto von Gontard of Los Angeles, 
are guests at the Adalbert von Gon- 


tard home in Huntleigh Village dur-/ 


ing their parents’ stay here. 

No change in Baron von Gon- 
tard’s citizenship is contemplated, 
the son said, He is in this country 
on a visitor’s passport. Mrs. von 
Gontard is one of three surviving 
daughters of the elder Busch, 
founder of Anheuser-Busch, Inc. 
The others are Mrs. Charles E. 
Greenough of New York and Mrs, 
Borchardt, now in Munich.

Senate Committee on Criminal Ju- 


risprudence has before it for con- 
sideration, probably at its regular 
meeting next Monday night, two 
bills introduced at the instance of 
the last St. Louis grand jury to 
prohibit the carrying of firearms, 
whether concealed or not concealed, 
in automobiles. 

The bills were sent to Senator 
Joseph H. Brogan of St. Louis by 
Albert Bond Lambert, president of 
the St. Louis Board of Police Com- 
missioners, having been prepared 
by Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller 
after conferences with the last 
grand jury. 

The grand jury in its final report 
pointed out that the existing con- 
cealed ‘weapon laws were ineffec- 
tive in dealing with crime under 
modern conditions, when automo- 
biles were extensively used by 
criminals. In many prosecutions it 
has beem found impossible to con- 
vict persons who were found carry- 
ing firearms in_automobiles be- 
cause of the difficulty in proving 
that the weapons were concealed, 
or that they were “on or about the 
persons” of occupants of the auto- 
mobiles, necessary to prove under 
the present law.

LONDON, Feb. 9.—Dr. Chaim 


Weizmann, president of the world 
Zionist organization and the Jew- 


ish Agency for Palestine, asked 
Great Britain last night to opeh 
the gates of the Holy Land to his 
“disembodied ghost of: a race.” 

Opening negotiations on behalf 
of Jews at the Arab-Jewish con- 
ferences called by Britain to de- 
termine the future of her League 
of Nations mandate over Palestine, 
Weizmann delivered a secret two- 
hour speech to British officials at 
St. James Palace while Arabs 
wrangled among themselves at a 
nearby hotel. 

Prime Minister Chamberlain re- 
ceived a delegation of Arabs at the 
House of Commons. These were 
so-called anti-Mufti delegates, op- 
posed to the leadership of the 
exiled grand Mufti of Jerusalem, 
Haj Amin Effendi Al Husseini. 

Their presence in London had 
angered the delegation of Mufti 
followers and led yesterday to 
postponement of the first Arab- 
British business session. 

British officials refused to make 
Weizmann’s speech public until 
after they had heard the Arab 
case. 

Colonial Secretary Malcolm Mac- 
Donald went to a reception for 
Arab delegates in the afternoon, 
but he still was unable to reconcile 
differences between the moderate 
Arabs and the Mufti’s delegates. 

Weizmann made these specific 
demands: 

1, Freedom of Jewish immigra- 
tion up to the absorptive capacity 
of Palestine. 

2. Britain must maintain the Bal- 
four declaration. (This declaration, 
made in 1917 by Britain, promised 
to facilitate establishment of a 
Jewish national home.) 

3. Peace must be maintained un- 
der the British mandate. 

4. Jews must be guaranteed the 
right to buy land. 

5. Jews must not be asked to ac- 
cept official minority status. 

Weizmann said that Jews, on the 
other hand, had no desire to rele- 
gate Arabs to a minority status. 
He said immigration of the Jews 
in the last 20 years had not af- 
fected the Arabs’ majority. 

Earlier in the day MacDonald 
told the House of Commons that 
in 1919 there were approximately 
635,000 Arabs and 58,000 Jews in 
Palestine. Corresponding figures 
in 1938, he said, were 1,004,000 
Arabs and 411,000 Jews.

Another legislative attempt to bring 
natural gas, oil and gasoline pipe 
lines under the regulation of the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion as to their service, rates and 
charges, by declaring them to be 
common carriers within a meaning 
of the Public Service Commission 
law, is being made through a bill 
introduced in the House today by 
Representative David Hess of St. 
Louis. 

The bill is similar to one intro- 
duced in the 1937 session of the Leg- 
islature, which failed of passage. 

The Missouri Supreme Court 
ruled, in a test case instituted by 
the Public Service Commission sev- 
eral years ago, that the commission 
has no regulatory power over the 
service and rates of an interstate 
pipe line company. That case in- 
volved the commission’s attempt to 
regulate the rates of a natural gas 
pipe line entering Kansas City, for 
direct sales of gas to large indus- 
trial customers. 

All of the major natural gas, oil 
and gasoline pipe lines operating 
through or into Missouri are inter- 
state lines. 

The Mississippi River Fuel Cor- 
poration, owner of pipes that bring 
natural gas to St. Louis from the 
Monroe fields in Louisiana, is an 
interstate operator, Negotiations 
between the Laclede Gas Light Co. 
of St. Louis and the concern, for 
natural gas at a price which would 
permit Laclede to substitute straight 
natural for the mixture of manu- 
factured and natural gas it now 
sells to virtually all of its custom- 
ers in St. Louis, have been in 
progress at intervals for months, 
with no visible results.

WHO GETS THE MONEY? 
The Post-Dispatch prints today a searching analy- 
sis of the insurance deals of Messrs. Cronin and 
Cantwell, respectively business agent and attorney of 
the Service Car Drivers’ Union. 

Each service car driver pays $20.50 a month into 
the union treasury for the ostensible pirpose of in- 
suring him against deaths, injuries and property dam- 
age caused by his car. 

The service car drivers’ total annual bill for in- 
surance aggregates approximately $104,000. 

Who gets this money? 

The insurance company with which Messrs. Cro- 
nin and Cantwell deal is the Travelers’ Mutual Cas- 
ualty Co. of Des Moines, Ia. 

An examination of this company’s records, as filed 
with the Iowa and Missouri insurance departments, 
instead of explaining who gets the $104,000, presents 
a first-rate mystery. 

These records reveal that Messrs. Cronin and Cant- 
well have an arrangement with the company by 
which they, and not the company, pay damage claims 
assessed against the drivers. 

This evidently explains various lump-sum pay- 
ments made by the United Service Car Co. to the 
Travelers’ Mutual Casualty Co—$17,195 (listed as a 
contribution to the company's surplus); $13,695, 
$8429. 

The records also show various premium payments 
received by the Travelers’ Mutual. 

In 1937, the Traveler’s Mutual reported $15,182.in 
policy filing fees, or premiums, and a claim reserve 
from the United Sefvice Car Co. of $8429. 


This represents a total of $23,611. 
The difference between $23,611 and $104,000 col- 
lected from the drivers is $80,389. 


Who got-this money? 
The service car drivers themselves do not know 


_the details of the insurance deal which their lead- 
| ers, Messrs. Cronin and Cantwell, have with the, 
Travelers’ Mutual. They have been kept in igno- 
'rance. Some of them did not even know the name 
of the company with which they were insured until 


'the Post-Dispatch published it. All they know for 


| sure is that they pay $20.50 a month for insurance. 
| Consultation of the insurance company records 
‘by the Post-Dispatch leaves enormous differences 
between what the men pay in premiums and what 
the insurance company gets in premiums and de- 
posits against claims. 

Two men in St. Louis can expiain the whole thing, 
namely, Messrs. Cronin and Cantwell. 

What is the explanation, gentlemen? 
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THAT BRISK TEAM OF NINE. 

Time was—not many years ago, either—when ap- 
peals to the Supreme Court involved agonizing weeks 
and months of waiting until the Justices even sig- 
nified their willingness to review a lower court 
decision. 

Under Chief Justice Hughes, the court works with 
speed and dispatch, running almost neck and neck 
with its docket. Witness the action on the petition 
in the Hague civil liberties case. It was filed shortly 
before noon Monday, and, hardly had the Justices 
returned from luncheon recess, during which, evi- 
dently, it was discussed, than the review was granted. 

What do they mean—‘“the nine old men’? 
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A CONSTRUCTIVE BILL IS KNIFED. 

One of the time-honored methods for obstructing 
justice in Missouri is by means of the lawyer-legisla- 
| tor loophole: the statutory provision for a continu- 
| ance until the General Assembly session ends in any 
'case wherefn a legislator is counsel. This device 
has been successfully used in such notorious pro- 
ceedings as the Muench case, the Gargotta case and 
the 1936 St. Louis registration fraud cases, in which 
19 indicted election clerks delayed their trials for 
some months by hiring Representative Maurice 
Schechter as their lawyer. 

Judges have condemned the provision as a “dila- 
tory tactic,” a “subterfuge,” as “absurd.” Numerous 
efforts have been made to have the loophole plugged 
by legislative action, but without success. The pres- 
ent session is no exception, for a bill to this end 
has just been knifed by the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee, composed mainly of lawyers. 

The measure, introduced by 
Charles Farrar of Dallas County, was mild and of 
limited application. It provided only that a legisla- 
tor’s presence as counsel in a case would not be a 
ground for continuance if he had been retained after 
his election to the Assembly. The bill of Representa- 
tive Howard Elliott of St. Louis County, killed by 
the same committee at the 1937 session, was much 
broader, in that it gave Judges discretion to refuse 
continuances whenever use of the loophole was at- 
tempted. By rejecting even the milder bill, the Leg- 
islature’s intent to perpetuate this long-standing 
abuse is made plain. 

On the one hand is the public’s desire that this 
scheme for obstructing justice be abolished. On the 
other hand is the disinclination of lawyer-legislators 
to correct a statutory weakness that brings clients 
to their offices. When will the people become suffi- 
ciently aroused to make their wishes prevail over 
that of the lawyer clique in the Legislature? 
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A SQUARE DEAL FOR THE CHIEF. 

When the town fathers of Glendale, a suburb of 
Los Angeles with 175,000 residents, had thrust on 
them by an anonymous informer the fact that their 
respected Chief of Police was an ex-convict, they 
refused to throw up their hands. The City Coun- 
cil calmly voted to tell the people about it, with a 
recommendation that Chief V. B. Browne stay right 
on the job. He had earned it, by 11 years of working 
up through the ranks from patrolman, and he had 
served Glendale honorably and well. Though the 
citizens have yet to be heard from, Glendale’s Min- 
isterial Association promptly passed a warming res- 
olution that “recognizes his long years of efficient 
service and approves him as a Christian gentleman.” 
Demoralizing as this tolerance may seem to legal 
purists, it also seems to be good common sense. Chief 
Browne crossed the law 13 years ago in Oklahoma, 
where he made illegal borrowings to save the dis-

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“SENATORIAL COURTESY” AGAIN. 

We commented yesterday on the dangers of “sen- 
atorial courtesy,” as exhibited in the Senate's re- 
jection of an appointee to the Federal bench, not on 
grounds of unfitness, but merely because he was op- 
posed for political reasons by Senators Glass and 
Byrd of Virginia. A worse case of how “senatorial 
courtesy” works against ‘the people’s interest now 
comes to light in a Louisiana case that is exactly 
the reverse of the Floyd H. Roberts appointment. 

The appointee in this instance is Gaston Porterie, 
Attorney-General of Louisiana. He is opposed by 
miiny Louisiana citizens because, in 1932, he sought 
to cover up gross election frauds by the Huey Long 
machine, and thereby, according to the New Orleans 
Times-Picayune, “disqualified himself for a public 
post requiring the fearless and impartial administra- 
tion of justice.” After the facts had come to light, 
serious charges were made against Porterie before 
the State Bar Association. He resigned from the 
organization while under fire, and later was formally 
expelled by it. In view of these facts, the Times- 
Picayune asserts his appointment would be “harm- 
ful to the public interést and injurious to the 
public faith and confidence in the judiciary.” 

In spite of his foul record, Porterie’s appointment 
as District Judge was confirmed last week in swift 
and perfunctory fashion by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, because, he had the support of two 
Louisiana Senators. Under “senatorial courtesy,” 
this meant automatic approval. 

The assertion that Mr. Roosevelt was also playing 
politics provides an excuse for the Senate action 
in the Virginia case. There is no such excuse in 
the Louisiana case. If senatorial courtesy triumphs 
again in this instance, it acts, not as a check on 
possible presidential abuses, but to elevate an unfit 
individual to the Federal judiciary for partisan

There is still a chance for the Senate to avert 
such a fantastic example of the abuses possible under 
“senatorial courtesy.” It can heed Louisiana public 
opinion, and prevent the undermining of popular 
confidence in the Federal judiciary which would 
result from Porterie’s confirmation.

‘soil that is favorable to growth. 
| Dr. Weisman believes that there 
is much that can be done in young 
life to change the type of chest. All 
children’s chests are round, and in 
‘the course of development become 
flat. Respiratory infections keep 
them round and thereby make a 
‘good soil for tuberculosis, Ade- 
‘noids, repeated attacks of tonsil- 
jitis, bronchitis, chronic baonchitis 
‘and asthma are conditions that 
tend to produce round chésts and

Exercises especially adapted to
